— The 
public service commission tomorrow 
submits to motor truck operators 
its proposed general order covering 
the operation of motorized freight 
service in the state. 
The move, which has no connec­ 
tion with the recent efforts of the 
general assembly to 
impose 
new’ 
taxes and additional restrictions on 
such service, is part of the commis­ 
sion’s general drive to 
place 
cli 
truck service under complete com­ 
mission regulation. 
The code by 
which it proposes to achieve this 
result will be analyzed at an open 
hearing to which all operators have 
been 
invited. 
The hearing will 
start at 9 o’clock and is expected 
to continue through several days. 
T h e 
commission's 
campaign, 
which will reach its climax with 
the adoption of the new’ general 
order, is based on the present pub­ 
lic service company law which gives 
it complete control over trucks as

As an exam ple he cites the facade 
of the ancient city’s great tem ple- 
palace. 
It consists of statutes of 
three gods supporting the roof of 
the temple on their heads. 
This, 
he believes, was the forerunner of 
the famous Greek caryatids, sta t­ 
uses of women also supporting on 
their heads the roof of a temple. 
Relics Re-Discovered 
Tell H alaf had its archaeologists 
who collected ancient relics exact­ 
ly like those of today, says Baron 
von Oppenheim. In the palace of a 
king who ruled there about 1200 B. 
C. he found many relics of an age 
fully 1.000 years older. 
These were dug up when the pal­ 
ace was built, he thinks, and pre­ 
served as curiosities. 
Now’ 
they 
have been dug up a second time, 
and placed on exhibition once more 
in the Von Oppenheim museum in 
Berlin. 
Tell H alaf was the capital of a 
rich empire of ancient times and 
at one tim e was a flourishing city.

prelim inary survey 
of Pennsylvania’s 
recreational 
re­ 
sources. 
T he gift area is slightly 
less th an half the total state park 
area of 12,959 acres. 
Pennsylvania's showing, however, 
puts her at the bottom of a list of 
states surveyed by the national con­ 
ference on state parks, when gift 
areas are compared to population. 
Pennsylvania’s 
gift-acquired parks 
amount to three-fifths of an acre 
for each 
1000 
population. 
New 
York state has acquired more than 
65,000 acres by gift, or an average 
of more th an five acres for each 
1000 inhabitants. 
M ichigan 
has 
been given nearly 19,000 
acres, 
or 
about four acres per 
IOO 
inhabi­ 
tants. 
Indiana hag acquired 5418 
acres by gift, or about 1.7 acre per 
1000 inhabitants. 
"We hope 
th a t 
our 
recreation 
study will, as one result, encourage 
the movement to deed lands to the 
state for state parks, by individuals 
and by such 
corporations 
as coal 
companies, which 
m ay be holding 
large acreages com paratively near 
cities, for

B oth Bolivia and Paraguay claim I j 
th e whole of the Chaco as between 
th e Paraguay and Pilcomayo rivers. 
A ctually the territory is about equal­ 
ly divided now as far as physical oc­ 
cupation goes. 
T he gist of the whole quarrel is 
j th e wide and deep Paraguay river, 
I navigable right up to the

w here it debouches from Brazil. Bo­ 
livia h as needed free access to th a t 
I great stream as un outlet to the At­ 
lantic ever since Chile drove her 
back from the Pacific m any years 
ago an d left her landlocked. 
Bolivians Push South 
B ut her approach has thus far

T his is the season of the year 
when the “back to nature urge" I

| forest and countryside for rest and 
recreation. 
Although 
motorists, 
cam pers and picnickers are w e l-! 
come in the state forests, there is j 
a 
growing movement 
to exclude I 
them from many privately owned 
woodlands, according to John W 
Keller, deputy secretary 
of 
t h e , 
Pennsylvania departm ent 
of 
for- j 
ests and waters. 
Forest 
owners 
in 
Pennsylvania 
have been forced to erect “no Ires- I 
pass" signs, said Keller, because too 
m any people forget their good m an­ 
ners when 
in 
the 
out-of-doors. 
Those who 
thoughtlessly 
discard J 
; jxiper, boxes and rem nants of food 
i in the forest and countryside not j 
only m ar beautiful and refreshing 
scenery, but destroy the value of I 
those spots for future use. 
Gives Rules 
If sportsm en and recreationists 
generally would follow a few simple 


rules of forest courtesy and good 
m anners m any "no trespass” signs 
erected by forest owners in self de­ 
fense would dLsappear, said Keller, 
who lists five rules, which, if fol­ 
lowed, would in a short time result 
in many tracts now closed to the 
public being throw n open. 
1. Btl careful with fire in the 
woods. 
2. Do not destroy wild 
flowers, 
shrubbery and trees. 
3. Do not discard paper, bottles 
and food in the forest, along roads, 
and 
in 
parks 
and 
public 
cam p 
grounds. 
4 Be 
careful 
not 
to 
pollute 
springs a n d ^ tre a m s with rem nants 
of food and other foreign m aterial. 
5. Be sure you lave your cam p 
site and picnic grounds clean.

was given the governor by J. Bol ton 
Weeks, president of Keystone. 
Mr. 
Weeks said: 
"I requested our engineering di­ 
rector, William S. C anning 
(for­ 
m erly a state highway departm ent 
engineer), and our Edward A. Foley 
to inspect rural roads in a number 
of counties. 
During the m onths of 
May, June and July they inspected 
approxim ately 1,000 miles in^ten or 
twelve counties. The essential con­ 
clusion reached by Canning and 
Foley is expressed in Mr. Canning’s 
report, in which lie says: 
Inspector’s Report 
“ ’Generally speaking I may say 
that, the condition of rural roads 
constructed throughout the state in 
the last year is excellent and all 
'th a t could be desired. The appear­ 
ance is excellent, and the type of 
construction us entirely adequate to 
the traffic they may be expected to 
carry.’ ” 
Since August 15 last year the state 
highway departm ent has put down 
approxim ately 4.000 miles of low cost 
roads, not only giving employment 
to thousands of men who otherwise 
would have no work, but putting 
good roads where none were before. 


HIGHWAY NEARLY COMPLETED

highway departm ent figures disclose 
this state has spent $17,278,679 on 
its portion of the now nearly com­ 
pleted coast highway, since 1917.
